HE IS SURE WOMEN SHOULD WO%J 


Those who have been 
carefully following these dis- 
cussions are probably won- 
dering what next Mr. Parker 
will produce as evidence 
against women preaching. It 
will be remembered that he 
said that it was unscriptural. 
We considered two of his 
passages last week and found 
them altogether in favo1 of 
women preaching instead of 
a proof to the contrary. But 
no doubt he is congratulating 
himself in the thought that he 
has two other Scriptures that 
are positive proof in his favor. 
These we shall consider. 

The first one is given by 
Paul at 1 Cor. 14:34, 35. 
“Let your women keep si- 
lence in the churches; for it is 
not permitted unto them to 
speak; but they are com- 
manded to be under obedi- 
ence, as also saith the law. 
And if they will learn any- 
thing let them ask their hus- 
bands at home: for it is a 
shame for women to speak in 
the church.” This is a posi- 
tive statement by Paul and is 
one of the passages upon 
which our opponent bases his 
conclusion. After all, it is not 
so much wonder that he is so 
opposed to women preach- 
ing. 

The next passage is like 
unto this one and given by 
Paul likewise: “Let the wo- 
man learn in silence with all 
subjection. But I suffer not 
a woman to teach, nor to 
usurp authority over the man, 
but to be in silence.” 1 Tim. 
2:11, 12. Now in the minds 
of many, and ‘especially the 
mind of the writer in the 
Florida Baptist Witness this 
settles the whole problem. 
They say there is no need of 
further argument about the 
matter and he felt safe in 
saying that it was unscrip- 
tural for women to preach. 

These passages, like many 
others, are dropped in ina 
way that will mystify under 
certain conditions and shed 
forth a brilliant light under 
certain other conditions. A 
writer has said, ‘The absence 
of greater clearness in the 
prophets is due to God’s pur-

pose to giv t enough to 
guide the ng, to leave 
darkness enogph to confound 
the willfully blind.” The 
same is true of the Bible as a 
whole. In fact every passage 
of Scripture is dependent 
more or less cn other pas- 
sages tor a correct interpreta- 
tion. The man whose opin- 
ion is formed by the reading 
of one or two passages on a 
certain subject is in a sorrow- 
ful plight unless he holds him- 
self open to the acceptance 
of added light apd informa- 
tion. And hasty conclusions 
on any line are liable to lead 
into gross error or plunge 
their possessor into shameful 
embarassment. 

Please bear in mind _ that 
the battle on the part of our 
opponent is against women 
preaching. It might seem too 
startling for me to abruptly 
state that the two passages 
referred to by him as proof 
against women preaching 
have no reference whatever 
to preaching the gospel].So in- 
stead of making this direct 
statement I wish to refer to 
some other passages that will 
throw some light on the sub- 
ject. Please remember that 
God’s Holy Scriptures do not 
contradict themselves. When 
they seem to contradict it is 
because the reader has not 
found the correct interpreta- 
tion. 

When the Holy Ghost was 
given it is admitted that He 
fell upon men and women 
alike, because men and wo- 
men were together waiting 
for the promise of the Father 
(Acts 1:14), and special men- 
tion is made of Mary the 
mother of Jesus. Then when 
the great outpouring of the 
Holy Ghost was noised 
abroad. and the multitudes 
were come together Peter 
explained that what they saw 
and heard was according to 
the prophecy heretofore giv- 
en and nothing to be so sur- 
prised at after all. Hear him 
as he repeated the prophecy 
of Joel: “And it shall come 
to pass in the last days, saith 


\God, I will pour out of my 


Spirit upon all flesh; and your 


| sons 








and daughters shall 
prophesy, * ** and on my 
servants and on my hand- 
maidens I will pour out in 
those days of my Spirit; and 
they shall prophesy.” (Acts 
2:17). 

You will please notice that 
“your sons and your daugh- 
ters shall prophesy.” And 
also when he used the terms 
“servants and on my hand- 
maidens,” he said “they shall 
prophesy.” We stated in 
the preceding article that the 
word “prophesy” did not 
only mean to foretell future 
events, but also to preach. 
We gave, as our ruthority for 
the statement the standard 
dictionary which is authority 
for the definition of English 
words. Then we are bound 
to admit that when the Holy 
Ghost is poured out upon the 
people He endues with pow- 
er both men and women, and 
both mer and women shall 
preach. From the very fact 
that the prophet said the wo- 
men would preach after the 
Holy Ghost was poured out 
upon them, and that the Holy 
Ghost was really poured out 
upon both men and women, 
is proof enough that they did 
preach. This certainly an- 
swers the gentleman’s ques- 
tion, “Were there any wo- 
men among these first preach- 
ers? Can you find one in the 
Bible who ever preached? 
If so, where?” 


I will also ask the gentle- 
man if the Twelve Apostles 
were commissioned to 
preach. His last reference 
gives his answer.Mat.10:2.He 
intends to show that the 
“twelve” were men only and 
no women among them. He 
acknowledges by this that 
these “twelve” were com- 
missioned to preach. All 
right brother, we acknowl- 
edge they preached, but 
please give us one instance 
where a sermon by Bartholo- 
mew or Thomas is recorded 
in the Bible, or where it 
shows that Thaddaeus, or 
Simon the Canaanite stood 
before the people and de- 
livered a sermon. 


Under the above teachings 
we can just as well doubt 
that these men ever preached 
as to doubt that women 
preached. The “Eleven” 
were commissioned to 
preach. This is plainly shown 
at Mark 16:14,15. But where 
isthe record showing that 
every one of them did really 
preach? Because it is silent 








does not prove that they did 
not preach. Yea, we all be- 
lieve they all really preached 
the gospel. 

Now then, the prophecy 
shows that when the Spirit 
was peured out on the boys 
and girls, men and women, 
they would all prophesy or 
preach. The record shows 
that the Spirit was really 
poured out on the men and 
women. Then to doubt that 
the women prophesied 
(preached) would be doubt- 
ing the truth of the Bible. 
The prophet said the women 
would prophesy (preach) 
when the Holy Ghost was 
poured out, and no one can 
truthfully say He was not 
poured our. So if you say 
the women did not prophesy 
(preach) you give Joel the lie, 
for he said they would. So 
every sober minded thought- 
ful lover of truth will say at 
once that the women prophe- 


sied (preached) whether 
there is any record given of 
any special sermon she 


preached or not. 


The gentleman challenges 
us to point out one woman 
that ever preached as record- 
ed in the Bible. “Can you 
find one,” says he, “in the 
Bible who ever preached? 
If so, where?” We take it 
that he is so sure there is not 
a single instance recorded 
where a woman preached 
that he ironically asks, “If so, 
where?” He had probably 
forgotten sbout Miriam, the 
prophetess, who led the wo- 
men out, after Israel had so 
victoriously crossed the red 
sea and escaped the cruel 
hand of Pharaoh, and before 
all the people said, ‘Sing ye 
to the Lord, for he hath tri- 
umphed gloriously; the horse 
and his rider hath he thrown 
into the sea.” And, too, 
“Deborah the  prophetess,” 
who apparently stood beside 
Barak and delivered ‘that 
wonderful sermon in song, 
which takes one whole chap- 











ter of thirty-one verses to re- 
cord it. 


We would not fail to make 
mention of Philip’s “four 
daughters, virgins, which did 
prophesy.” Acts 21:9. The 
words “which did prophesy” 
certainly show that they did 
prophesy. Then in the light 
given by the definer English 
words we would do no vio- 
lence to say that these four 
women “did preach.” Philip, 
their father, is referred to as 
an evangelist, but it is clear 





that he preached at Samaria. 
Acts 8:5. Peter and Paul 
were both apostles, but the 
record shows where each one 
preached, and gives sketches 
of their discourses. 

There is still another rea- 
son to believe Philip’s daugh- 
ters were preachers. While 
Paul and his company tarried 
at their father’s home there is 
no record of them foretelling 
future events. But when 
Agabus came down from 
Judaea he immediataly began 
to tell what was going to be- 
fall Paul at Jerusalem. 
While this is not conclusive 
evidence, yet one who fore- 
tells future eventsis a preach- 
er, and a preacher of the gos- 
pel of Jesus Christ foretells 
future events more or less. 

I want to give another in- 
tance of a woman _ preacher, 
and I challenge Mr. Parker 
or any one else to deny it. 
In his message to the pastor 
of the church atTnyatira “the 
Son of God” said, among 
other things, “Notwithstand- 
ing I have a few things against 
thee, because thou sufferest 
that woman Jezebel, which 
calleth herself a prophetess, 
to teach and to seduce my 
servants to commit fornica- 
tion, and eat things sacrificed 


toidols.” Rev. 2:20. 


You will please notice that 
the objection was not to the 
woman preacher, but to the 
teaching she gave. Her 
teaching was contradictory to 
that decided upon at the 
council at Jerusalem nearly 
fifty years before. (Acts 15: 
20, 29.) The Lord was not 
faulting the pastor for allow- 
ing a woman to preach, but 
He was sharply rebuking him 
for allowing “that - woman 
Jezebel, which calleth her- 
self a prophetess,” to teach 
things contrary to sound doc- 
trine. 

The clause, “which calleth 
herself a prophetess,” shows 
she was false, but this shows 
that the Lord had profound 
respect for a true prophetess, 
and there would have- been 
no objection § offered ifa 
prophetess had been preach- 
ing the truth. The Lord did 
not say he had something 


‘against the pastor for allow- 


inga woman to preach. or 
teach, but “that woman Jeze- 
bel” whom He had 
known before somewhere 
for He had _ given her 
a chance to repent and she 
would not. The inference is
